As far as 1 
know tiie total exceeds that of any 
previous month in the history of the lo- 
cal olfice."

Columbus, 0., June 1.—Forty-two pro- 


posed constitutional amendments framed 
and ready to present to the voters^ for 
ratification at a special election, on Sept.

Harald Thaulow, have just returned 
to Chrlstlania from an expedition to. 
Northern Canada, which was underta- | 
ken with the object of collecting phon- 
ographic records of the. folksongs of 
the various Indian tribe's and compar- 
ing them with those obtained In ear- 
lier expeditions to the Esquimaux, 
with the view of -establishing how far 
was their common origin. 


The largest tribe visited Wfts the 


Cree, which numbers over 
20,000. 


Their chief, Montonigik, was at first 
hostile, but, after a tew presents of 
tobacco and glass beads and after 
having heen told that the explorers 
had been sent by the king of Norway 
to make his tribe famous, he became 
more amenable to the wishes of the 
explorers.

Mr. Phclps* plan, brieSy outlined, com- 


prises the following interesting features: 


The "city" will exist for two weClcs^ 


beginning July 15. One-half of the en- 
tire number of newsboys in the city 
will be citizens of the little municipality 
during the' first week, and the remaining 
half will live there during the second 
week. 
There are about seventy in all. 


This will leave a sufficient supply of 
newsboys on the streets to care for the 
buyers of newspapers. 


Tents will accommodate the boys aa 


sleeping quarters, and there will also b'e 
a number of other tents which will serve 
as a city hall, library and news stand, 
postoffice, bank, general 
store, dining 


tent and cooking tent. 


The grounds will be arranged so as to 


provide streets, a general assembly place 
and a large playground. 


The boys will be entertained free of 


expense. 


The citizens of the little place will 


elect a mayor and city officers, who will 
rulo the affairs of the city. Preceding 
this, candidates will bo chosen and will 
be required to make campaign speech*" 
to show why they should be supported 
for the mayoralty honor. 


The boys include only regular street 


sellers, not the carrier boys. 


Will Edit a Daily Paper. 


One of the prominent features of the 


"city" will be the editing of a daily news- 
paper, to be called the "Newsboys' City 
Daily Sentinel." This will .be published 
daily in connection with the Fort Waynq 
Sentinel. An editor and assistants arc 
yet to be selected. 


"Charley" Phelps, in speaking of hia 


project, declares it is tho first under- 
taking of its kind in the world.

Ate They Money Makers? 


' Are all these ten Fort Wayne theaters, 
paying business propositions? 
It cer- 


tainly appears so. They are well patron- 
ized. This has been especially the case 
during the last winter and spring. There 
have been many Saturday afternoons aim 


gardcd with the same "if" attached. But 
if plays of a debasing-character or pic- 
ture shows reeling off films that lowci 
the standa-rd of morality are patronize! 
most certa-inly the person, doing so is 
committing a" wrong to himself and to 
others.

Whether the picture show is good o 


bad depends on the proprietor. He can 
make it deserving of patronage if h 
risltcs, am! this by being careful in re- 
gard tcHhe character of the films carried, 
clean comedy and drama, and films along 
travel aud industrial lines. They fur- 
nish harmless entertainment and are in- 
structive as well. But too frequently the

His mind is debauched, his judgment is 
dwarfed.

vim one at a. time by father, mother or 
;eachcr, under favorable conditions. 


"We wonder why children have so little 
egard for life. We wonder why we are 
eaping a harvest of crime among our 
hildren., . Fire years of motion picturo 
hows such-as this have crowded our de- 
tention homes, our charitable institu- 
tions, our reformatories and our juvenile 
courts with boy criminals. 


But I have found many good films in

Mr. f.lctz's suggestions and instructions 


follow: 


How to Plant Shade Trees. 


The most osenlial ptirt uf a properly 


selected city shade tree is its root sys- 
tem. 
It is very true that Hie top o! 


the tree is the utility, but u good top 
can never develop from » poor root sys 
tcm. i The restricted growing space fo 
the roots of street trees demands i 
specialized fibrous root system developed 
artificially by a series of transplanting* 
in the 'nurseries. A good example of this 
is shown in illustration No. 1. This is 
the root system of the pin oak seen in 
No. 2 being planted. 
If this tree in 


question were a forest tree the root 
system would be practically as large as 
the top, and in removing the tree from 
the forest over one-half of the 
roots 


would be necessarily cut oft* in the op- 
eration of digging it up. 
This would 


greatly set the tree back. The reason 
for this is. that in all nature there al- 
ways exists a perfect balance and if this 
balance is destroyed failure will result 


The root system in No. 1 balances the 


top, but it is very compact and fibrous 
ind will develop a normal top in a von 
small ground space for its roots. 
A 


consolidated fibrous 
root system also 


obviates the removal of the main leader 
and branches of the top. This is im 
portant for symmetry. 


Having dug the tree we must keep it 


n good condition until ready for plnnt- 
ng in the street or on the lawn. The 
,ree must remain in a dormant condition 
ind the roots must be kept, moist to pre- 
vent the drying of the delicate feeding 
root-hairs. 'The drying of these root- 
mirs causes the great number of failures 
in city tree planting. The roots should 
always he covered and never exposed to 
the rays of the. sun. This is a wise pre- 
caution for the various planters about 
the city to observe; the results will sur- 
prise them. 


How long may a tree be kept in this 


dormant condition prior to planting? II 
the trees are1 kept in cold storage th'ej 
may be kept all summer and 
safely 


planted in the'fall. They may be kep 


n a cool barn or shed, their roots being 
covered with sawdust or other packing 
material and watered every morning. 
Under these latter conditions they will 
remain in a thrifty, dormant condition 
until the middle of May or first of June, 
depending upon the season. In cold stor- 
age they may be kept, of course, much 
longer. 
/ 


A dormant, healthy tree may be plant- 


ed at any time the soil can be worked 
The best time for tree planting is early 
spring and late fall. The tree planted 
in these periods will have the maximum 
time to grow; however, it is often incon 
venient to .plant at these seasons, and ii 
these cases planting may be done in May 
June or even July, providing the stock i 
dormant when planted. 


Never plant a tree with the leaves 


fully developed—a dormant tree is only 


in bud. Bear this in mind, for if a tree 
is planted with the leaves fully matured, 
failure will result and the tree will die 


in most cases. 


The preparation of the hole to receive 


the tree is next in importance. Dig the 
hole slightly larger than the spread of 
the roots and about two and one-halt 
feet deep. Remove one foot of the top 
soil and place this to one side; then dig 
the remainder of the hole to a depth of 
two and one-half feet, placing this soil 
on a separate pile. Mix the top soil with 
well rotted manure and place about n 
foot of this mixed soil in the. bottom of 
the hole and pour one pailful of water 
in the hole. Then place the tree in the 
hole and place the remainder of the 
mixture of top soil and manure next to 
roots and add another pailful of water 


Then fill the remainder of the hole with i 
:he soil removed from the bottom of the 
iiole. 
Pack the soil firmly about the 


tree. The tree should be planted about 
two to four inches deeper than it stood 
in the nursery, and the soil well loosened- 
for a distance of one and one-half to two 
feet from the trunk annually. 


The final operation is placing 
the 


guard about the tree to protect the tree 
against damage by children and horses. 
These guards are made of galvanized wire 
stock two feet wide, two-inch mesh, and 
four and one-half to five and one-half 
feet long, depending upon distance of 
the first branch from the ground. They 
are bent round 
and 
wired together 


around the tree. An old piece of rubber 
garden hnse is placed about the top to 


ceop the tree from rubbing -and -.r- 
strctched across the top of the guard ii 
to keep the tree in the center of fh» 
guard. 


These guards may b« purohaae* •>• 


ready made for sixty-five cents in tM 
hardware stores. 
• 
. 


The tree being planted and protected 


in this manner will grow and reoult in 
much pleasure and comfort. The tree, 
however, for the first two years «hould 
be watered with a garden ihose during tht 
dry summer months. 


The office of the city'forester is rft th« 


board of park commissioners' offices in 
the city hall and he will gladly wceiv* 
tree orders for fall planting and appli- 
cations for summer tree pruning and tre« 
surgery.

Climbing a Glacier. 


"It was hnrtl work and cmt? were son 


.removed while we struggled for fnotin 
' on tbe loose stones which cover part o 
the ice. After a gradual ascent we 
to a wall of ice probably ten feet 
••with a steep incline. The. guide ehoppei 


ting on the top deck. By the way, our 
lost umbrellas turned up from Venice, 
and I tell you, we welcomed them with 


The Lion of Lucerne. 


"From there we went and saw'the fa- 


mous Lion of Lucerne, that noble monu- 
ment to the twenty-six officers and 760 
soldiers of the Swiss guards who fell in 
1792 
in defending I/iuis XVI 
in the 


Tuelleries. It is a majestic monument. 


"As w« were coming away from the 


garden we saw a sign for a panorama 
and we went in. Really, it was one of 
the most remarkable things I have ever 
seen. The first picture was of the ice 
fields of Mount Blanc, with a tourist- 
and two guides making the ascent. The 
picture, an oil painting superbly done, 
was probably twenty feet high, and was 
arranged in an alcove with line lighting, 
so that it seemed when we came into' 
tho darkened room that we were on tbe 
ice and could look clown the tremendous 
crevices. The stage effect is wonderful 
and in the mirror the reflection of the 
picture is faultlessly realistic. 


"The second scene was 
from 
Eici 


overlooking the entire lake, with all the 
mountains in the distance. 
It gave n 


fine idea of the.cruciform lake and the 
Alps which surround it. These fine and 
immense paintings are by lloldt and his 
son and arc marvels of art. 


"The third picture 
was 
from 
the 


Jaungfrau, from the railroad recently 
built, of the ice fields and tremendous 
peak. The fourth was sunrise on Mount 
Pilatus, and it was desperately hard to 
decide which was the lovelier. AH these 
pictures are mammoth in size and clever- 
ly placed and lighted to produce this re- 
markable effect on the .visitor.
